As  a climax  to  the  college  social  affairs,  the  Junior  Prom  this 
evening  is  expected  to  fulfil  the  mosil  imaginative*  dreams  of  splen- 
dor. 

Claude  Snow,  Prom  chairman,  and  the  committee  on  decora- 
tions express  themselves  as  being  highly  pleased  at  the  outcome 
of  their  plans.  The  committee  consists  of  James  Cullimore,  presi- 
dent of  the  Junior  class,  Joseph  Allen,  Josinette  Cook,  Hannah 
Reynolds,  Clarence  Taylor,  Paul  Huish,  and  Leonard  Bacon. 

The  plans  of  the  committee  include  no  programs  as  trading  will 
be  done  only  one  dance  ahead.  Refreshments  will  be  served  in  a 
unique  pattern  of  masonry  partially  covered  by  ferns.  Favors  for 
the  ladies  have  been  specifically  designed  to  conform  to  the  theme 
for  this  occasion. 

Professor  E.  H.  Eastmond  and  his 
art  students  are  responsible  for  the 
original  art  designs,  utilizing  early 
American  civilization  as  a theme 
around  which  the  elaborate  scheme  of 
decorations  has  been  built.

Serpent  Shrine  at  Entrance 
The  entrance  is  transformed  into 
the  semblence  of  a feathered  serpent, 
an  imaginative  stone  reptile  worshiped 
by  the  ancient  people  of  the  time  and 
place  featured  throughout.  Overhead 
hangs  a canopy  of  jungle  thickets, 
ferns,  and  twisted  roots,  with  a huge 
tree  trunk  in  the  center. 

Aztec  grill  work,  in  front  of  which 
are  three  high,  oddly  designed  vases, 
surrounds  the  archestra  stand,  where 
Byron  Dastrup’s  Palais  Royale  orch- 
estra will  play  for  the  dancers. 

The  lighting  effects  are  the  result 
of  the  co-operation  of  the  Utah  Power 
and  Light  Company,  with  J.  H. 
Synies  directing  the  wiring.
